They have 
about eighty guns in position, and the 
force assembled to dispute the passage of 
the Japanese army into Manchuria is 
about 70,000. All the troops that escaped 
from Ping-Yang are on the northern bank. 

The other report says that, the Chinese 
forces only number 9000 men on the north- 
ern bank, and a similar number on the 
southern, and that but eight forts have 
been built so far, but on the appearance 
of the Japanese troops they hastily started. 
to build and strengthen their position, evi- 
dently intending to assume a strictly de- 
fensive part. Though the Chinese at Ping- 
Yang. were impertectiy supplied with-am- 
munition, they had plenty of money. The 
aggregate amount of bullion falling. into 
tue hands of the Japanese is estimated at 
995,420 yen in gold and 190,000 yen in sil- 
ver, also thousand yen in 
money. 

Navigation in Shihtousha channel is now 
very dangerous, 600 submarine mines hav- 
ing been laid.

Only Waiting Until He Gets: von His

SAN FRANCISOO, Oct. 24.—(Special Dia- 
patch.) A special to the Chronicle from 
Chicago says that H. J. Hanchette, the 
missing secretary of the Los Angeles 


Chamber of Commerce, is not dead as has 
been supposed for nearly three years, but 


is very much alive. This fact is knowm 
to but very few, but it is none the less 8 


fact. In truth, none of Hanchette’s friends 


will be more surprised to learn that he ig’ 


still among the living than Hanchette will 


be to find that he has been discovered. 
Ever since one day in July, 1891, when he 
was found to have suddenly disappeared 
from his quarters in the Leland Hotel in 
Chicago, he has congratulated himeelf 
with the idea that he was as good as dead, 
if mot so in reality. Instead of occupying 
a hole in some unknown potter’s field, 
however, Hanchette lives in swell quarters 
in the hotels in different parts of the 
country in the capacity of traveling sales- 
man for a big concern in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

During the early part of the summer of 
1891. Hanchette, together with a couple 
of other gentlemen from Southern Call- 
forpia, came from Chicago to arrange for 
a citrus fair at Battery D. The fair was 
a success, but at its close Hanchette sud- 
denly disappeared. Not the slightest clew 
as to what had become of him was left. 
He was known to hage had considerable 
money at the time, and the generally- 
credited theory was that he had been 
foully dealt with. The police and a priv- 
ate detective agency were put on the case, 
and for months they followed all sorts of 
clews, but all to no purpose. At last he 
was given up for dead, and until this dis- 
patch is printed all his friends, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions, will still be 
of that opinion. 

Hanchette is a man of about 38 years of 
age, yet a friend who saw and talked with 
him only a fortnight ago says he took him 
to be a man of between 45 and 50. Hanch- 
ette’s presence on earth, contrary. to all 
rumors and theories was discovered in a 
peculiar manner. One of his friends hap- 
pened to be traveling in Western Pennsyl- 
vania a year ago last January, and, in 
looking over the register at the hotel at 


miliar handwriting. The friend hesitated, 
and then calling the clerk, asked him to 


the man well enough, but the name was 
never very clear. At this the friend de- 
scribed Hanchette, and then asked the 
clerk if the description tallied with that 
of the man whose name was so badly 
written on the register. The clerk replied 
in the affirmative, and stated that the gen- 
tleman in question had been stopping at 
the hotel only à few days before. A fe- 
more questions on the part of the friend 
brought out the information that Hanch- 
ette was traveling for a big Pittsburgh 
house, but that he always registered . 
Alleghany City. 

Three months later this man was - 
ping at the Monongahela House, in Pitts- 


hotel, he saw Hamchette crossing the 
street coming toward him. The friend 
was sure that the passer-by was none other 
than the missing Californian, so he 


by name. Hanchette did not appear to rel- 
ish the meeting at first, but shook hands 
cordially, amd, after passing the time of 
day in a ratier formal fashion, hurried 
away. The friend was now satisfied that 
Hanohette was still alive, but he could 
mot account for his strange actions. Be- 
fore amother month had passed, however, 
he met Hanchette face to face again, and 
managed to have a talk with him. Han- 
chette was not inclined to say very much 
about himself or his movements since dis- 
appearing from Chicago, but stated that 
he was werking hard, and hoped soon to 
be in shape to return to California and 
make amends for his queer conduct.

THE CENTURY RECORD. 


It is Now Held by Albert G. Harding 


of St. Louis. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 24.—Albert. G. Harding, 
a class A rider belonging to the St. Louis 
Cycling Club, is the holder of the Ameri- 
can century record, which, owing to his 
marvelous efforts today, now stands at 
4:37:56 3-5, or twenty-three minutes better 
than the best previous record, held by 
Frank Radway of London, Ontario. 

Harding’s victory is decisive and tri- 


umphant. Undeterred by the fiasco of last 


Saturday, when he was stopped by rain 
at the fortieth mile, he went at the record 
today with renewed determination. After 
fifty miles had been covered it was evi- 
dent that the American record would go, 
and the excitement was intense among the 
large number of bicycle enthusiasts gath- 
ered at the fair grounds track. Many of 
his friends insisted on his going for the 
world’s record of 4:19, held by the English- 
man Michael, but his handlers refused to 
allow it, claiming he had a sure thing on 
the American reco and that it would 
be unwise to drive too hard. Still 
very many competent judges gave it as 
theirvopinion that Harding would have 
but little trouble in doing better than 
4:19. work of the pacemakers was 
very good, taken all around. 

t all periods of the race Harding held 
well within his schedule, always keeping 


‘at least five minutes ahead. When he had 


ridden sixty miles, he had a lead of ten 
minutes, and it was at this time the crowd 
shouted to him to go for the world’s record, 
but he let up very considerably and fin- 
ished exactly 5:03% inside his time allow- 


ance. 

The first five miles were covered in 
13:53 4-5; the ten miles made in 
27:10; thirty miles were roll off in 
1:19:41 4-5, and, after th 46m %7« of hard 
riding, forty miles. From this time up to 
the sixty-milestone the pace was very 
fast, Harding riding a good ten minutes 
inside his schedule.

A STORM BREWING. 


The Great Fight for the 
Santa Fe. 


The Battle Will open in Earnest at 


Topeka, Kan., This 
Morning. 


Rival Factions on the Ground in 
Force and Preparing for the 
Contest— The General 
Situation. 


Press Leased-wire Service. 


TOPEKA (Kan.,) Oct. 24. — The first 
fight for the possession of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad looks de- 
cidedly uncertain today. No one, not even 
the representatives of the two opposing 
factions, can positively tell which side will 
win at the meeting tomorrow. This is 
not a fight for immediate control, but for 
the ultimate possession of the property. 
So long as the sytem ig in charge cf the 
United States Court it matters little who 
its directors are, but when the property 
shall be reorganized the party which will 
win tomorrow will reap the reward. 

A man not familiar with Kansas peo- 
ple and the Santa Fe Railway can hardly 
imagine how closely they are identified 
and how essential they are to each others’ 
existence. The remarkable interest 
that is being shown in this contest is not 
aroused by the fact that it is one of 
the greatest fights for possession in the 
history of American railways. but because 
many thousands of people along the 9000 
odd miles of railway are dependent upon 
it for employment. The Santa Fe, since 
1855, has been allied with the history of 
Kansas, politically and otherwise. Topeka 
lives off the Santa Fe general offices and 
shops. The offices, which are in a mag- 
niticent building near Capitol Square, have 
long been the pride of Topeka. and To-

Not Very Flattering. 
WHY IS WEBBER SUPPORTING RADER 
FOR MAYOR? 

A number of very surprising stories 
were set afloat yesterday regarding the 
‘| fight for the Republican nomination for 
Mayor, which, if substantiated by proofs, 
would place at least one of the candidates 
in a very unenviable light. It is a well- 
known fact that Frank Rader was to be 
the choice of the Third Ward delegation 
for the nomination and the Webbef com- 
bination was closely watched during the 
past few days to see which way it would 
turn. Webber has come out for Rader, 
and to this cause is due the circulation of 
the reports. As soon as it was learned 
that the late Lindley ring man had showed 
his hand, everyone began to wonder what 
it all meant. Then the alleged solution of 
the whole problem was furnished. Ac- 
cording to the conclusion arrived at by the 
politicians, it was said that Mr. Webber, 
in his desire to secure freedom from arrest 
for his particular class of people, proposed 
to support for Mayor a man who would 
see that a new Chief of Police was ap- 
pointed and that gamblers and toughs 
should have free swing. Just at this 
point opposition began to be manifested to 
Rader, and a very strong spirit was soon 
worked up. There were also rumors of 
trades which hinged upon the nomination 
for Mayor, and altogether a very complex 
plot was evolved. A man named Dun- 
ning—known as “low-bridge’’ and ‘‘high- 
bridge“ Dunning—whose fréquent indul- 
gence in spiritus frumenti has given him a 
reputation not above reproach, was men- 
tioned as a possible member of the Police 
Commission, and the alleged Webber 
sclieme included J. C. Cline as the-proba- 
ble future Chief of Police. 

When members of the Third Ward dele- 
gation heard these stories yesterday they 
declared that if they were true they never 
would support Rader, and the latter candi- 
date was at once approached upon the sub- 
ect. Mr. Rader denied having made any 
„deal“ with Webber, and declared emphat- 
ically that he was in favor of retaining 
the present Chief of Police, and that he 
would not vote for a change, as it had 
deen intimated he would. He offered to 
pledge himself absolutely to stand by 
what he had said, and reiterated his 
statement with emphasis. - 

Sheriff Cline was seen by a Times re- 
porter in the afternoon, and when asked 
whether or not he was a candidate for 
Chief Glass’s position, replied that he was 
not. He further said that he would under 
no circumstances accept the place if it 
was offered him, as he had arranged to re- 
sume private business pursuits at the end 
of his present term of office, which would 
prove of greater benefit to him than the 
offiée of Chief of Police. f

The Regular Bulletin for Southern 
California. ' 

Following is the weather and crop bul- 
letin of the Weather Bureau for Southern 
California for the week ending October 22:

SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 24.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The road from Redlands 
to Highlands, via the Orange-street route, 
is to be built. The County Supervisors 
have so decreed.
